Keys to ACS heritage and future 





of Surgeons have been 
heard above loud dec- 
larations of others is, in one word, 
credibility... the message will be lis- 
tened to only if it is not a self-cen- 
tered expression of a vested interest 
and if it is appreciated that the Col- 
lege has a higher principle...that goes 
back to the credo that was stated 
forcefully at the beginning in 1912,” 
Seymour I. Schwartz, MD, FACS, the 
newly installed President of the Col- 
lege, said in his Presidential Address 
last evening. 
Dr. Schwartz told the audience that 
the conduct of the Fellows of the Col- 


te é he reason the voices of 
the American College 


lege has been a “continuous enact- 
ment” of principles that were articu- 
lated in its Articles of Incorporation, 
November 25, 1912: “...organized to 
establish and maintain an association 
of surgeons, not for pecuniary profit 
but for the benefit of humanity by ad- 
vancing the science of surgery and 
the ethical and competent practice of 
its art...by establishing standards of 
hospitals, ... by aiding in better in- 
struction of doctors, ... by formulat- 
ing standards of medicine and 
methods for the improvement of all 
adverse conditions surrounding the 
ill and injured wherever found... .” Dr. 
Schwartz stated that the conduct, ac- 
tions, and accomplishments of Fel- 


lows of the American College of Sur- 
geons are crucial to success as the 
College embarks on a “meaningful 
transition.” 

During the address, which he de- 
livered at the conclusion of Convoca- 
tion ceremonies in the Hilton, Dr. 
Schwartz praised the efforts of two 
ACS Directors—C. Rollins Hanlon 
and Paul A. Ebert—who have 
“shepherded the development and ac- 
complishments of the College.” 

Dr. Schwartz summarized the cur- 
rent educational activities of the Col- 
lege, culminating with the Congress. 
“The Clinical Congress remains the 
venue for dissemination of informa- 
tion, be it in the realm of basic re- 


search, clinical research and techni- 
cal instruction, ethical and humanis- 
tic concerns, socioeconomic issues, or 
practice management,” he said. 

“The panoply of the College’s mean- 
ingful contributions to society tran- 
scends all surgical specialties and...is 
unique in its capability to articulate 
the position of surgery,” Dr. Schwartz 
said. 

“The time approaches when the fu- 
ture of this organization is to be left 
to others. The present state of the 
American College of Surgeons has far 
outstripped the past. The future, in 
your hands, will be one of exponen- 
tial growth and luminescence,” he 
concluded. 


Dr. Sheldon named ACS President-Elect 


eorge Frank Sheldon, MD, 
FACS, a former member of 
the Board of Regents, was 
named President-Elect yes- 
terday afternoon at the Annual Meet- 
ing of Fellows and Initiates that took 
place in McCormick Place South. 

Dr. Sheldon, who is chair, depart- 
ment of surgery, University of North 
Carolina School of Medicine, Chapel 
Hill, will be installed as President of 
the American College of Surgeons at 
the 1998 Clinical Congress in Orlando, 
FL. 

Dr. Sheldon received a medical de- 
gree in 1961 from Kansas University 
Medical School. He continued his 
medical training at the Mayo Clinic 
(1964-1965), University of California/ 
San Francisco Medical Center (1965- 
1969), and was a research fellow at 
Peter Bent Brigham Hospital, Harvard 
University (1969-1971). He was assis- 
tant professor, associate professor, and 
professor in the department of sur- 
gery, University of California/San 
Francisco School of Medicine, from 
1971 to 1984. Dr. Sheldon became 





Zack D. Owens Distinguished Profes- 
sor of Surgery and professor and chair, 
department of surgery, at University 
of North Carolina, Chapel Hill, in 1984. 

Dr. Sheldon became a Fellow in 
1973, and has been an active partici- 
pant and leader in College activities 
for 24 years. He became a Governor 
in 1976 and was named a Regent in 
1984. He has served on the Executive 
Committee of the Board of Regents, 
the ACS Communications Committee, 
Scholarship Committee, Committee on 
Graduate Medical Education, Surgical 
Research and Education Committee, 
Professional Activities Committee, Pre- 
and Postoperative Care Committee, 
and the Fellows Leadership Society. 
As Editorial Advisor (1985 to 1993) to 
the Bulletin of ACS, he provided a lead- 
ership role in establishing the eclec- 
tic, timely, and scholarly content of the 
Bulletin. 

Dr. Sheldon has served as chairman 
of the American Board of Surgery 
(1983), president of the American As- 
sociation for the Surgery of Trauma 
(1984), member of the Council on 


Graduate Medical Education, U.S. De- 
partment of Health and Human Ser- 
vices (1986-1987), and president of the 
American Surgical Association (1995). 
He holds honorary memberships in 
the British Columbia Surgical Associa- 
tion, the Society of Clinical Surgeons, 
Royal College of Surgeons, Association 
of Surgeons of Great Britain and Ire- 
land, and the European Surgical Asso- 
ciation. 

In other actions taken yesterday, the 
Fellows named Josef E. Fischer, MD, 
FACS, Cincinnati, OH, as First Vice- 
President-Elect, and Julian T. Hoff, 
MD, FACS, Ann Arbor, MI, as Second 
Vice-President-Elect. 

Dr. Fischer is Christian R. Holmes 
Professor and chairman, department 
of surgery, University of Cincinnati 
(OH) Medical Center. He is the re- 
cipient of this year’s Distinguished Ser- 
vice Award (see article on page 2). 

Dr. Hoff is professor of surgery and 
head, section of neurosurgery, Univer- 
sity of Michigan Medical Center, Ann 
Arbor. He has been a member of the 
College since 1975, and has served as

Chair, Neurosurgery, Committee for 
the Forum on Fundamental Surgical 
Problems (1979-1985), and member of 
the Program Committee (1989-1994). 








he highest honor awarded by 
the American College of Sur- 
geons (ACS)—the Distin- 
guished Service Award—was 
presented to Josef E. Fischer, MD, 
FACS, of Cincinnati, OH, at the Annual 
Meeting of Fellows and Initiates yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Throughout his career, Dr. Fischer 
has been acknowledged as a renowned 
scholar and surgical leader who is dedi- 
cated to his patients, to the commu- 
nity, and to advancing the science and 
skills of the surgical profession. His 
principal interests are gastrointestinal 
surgery; metabolism, especially as it 
relates to sepsis; nutritional support; 
liver disease; and cancer anorexia and 
cachexia. 

As a Fellow of the College, Dr. 
Fischer has served the College in nu- 
merous capacities. He is currently a 
member of the ACS Board of Gover- 
nors and has been the Chair of its Pro- 
fessional Liability Committee since 
1993. He has served as Vice-Chair of 
the Pre- and Postoperative Care Com- 
mittee; Chair of the Surgical Research 
and Education Committee, and has 
been a member of the Advisory Coun- 





cil for Surgery, the SESAP Committee, 
the Conjoint Council on Surgical Re- 
search, and the College’s CPT/Relative 
Work Value Committee. He has also 
been President of the Ohio Chapter, and 
for many years has tirelessly extended 
his voluntary services as a liaison be- 
tween several major surgical societies 
and the American College of Surgeons. 

A 1961 magna cum laude graduate of 
the Harvard Medical School, Dr. 
Fischer has served as the Christian R. 
Holmes professor and chairman of the 
department of surgery at the Univer- 
sity of Cincinnati Medical Center since 
1978. Prior to that, he was chief of the 
surgical physiology laboratory (1970- 
1978); chief of the hyperalimen-tation 
unit (1972-1978); and assistant surgeon 
(1973-1976) at Massachusetts General 
Hospital and associate professor of sur- 
gery at Harvard Medical School (1972 
to 1975). 

Dr. Fischer has been a member of 
the American Surgical Association since 
1980, the Society of University Sur- 
geons, the Central Surgical Association, 
the Southern Surgical Association, the 
American Society of Clinical Investiga- 
tion, and the Association for Academic 





Surgery since 1970. Dr. Fischer has 
been a dedicated participant in a num- 
ber of eminent surgical societies, and 
he has served as president of several 
of them, including the Halsted Society 
(1995-1996), the Ohio Surgical Panel, 
Inc. (1992-1994), the Society for 
Parenteral Alimentation (1972-), and the 
Surgical Infection Society (1995-1996). 
He is currently chairman of the Ameri- 
can Board of Surgery. He is an honor- 
ary member of numerous state and 
foreign surgical societies, and is the re- 
cipient of a number of honors, includ- 
ing an honorary medical degree from 
the University of Lund, Sweden. He 
holds an honorary FRCS(Edin) from 
the Royal College of Surgeons, 
Edinburgh. 

Dr. Fischer has written more than 
700 publications, and he has edited 
eight books, including Mastery of Sur- 
gery, third edition, with Drs. Lloyd 
Nyhus and Robert Baker, in 1996. He 
has been a member of 15 editorial 
boards and he has served as an associ- 
ate editor for the Journal of the Ameri- 
can College of Surgeons since 1995. He 
is also currently on the editorial board 
of several medical journals including
